The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

In claims 3-6 on line 2 ^-ajiousing^was inserted after "comprising" and before "at least 
one unit" and on line 13 "the bottom" was changed to -a bottom--. 



Claims 2-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach a cassette for storing and insertion of a solid medicine peg 
including, inter alia, a unit having a first bore and a second bore with a larger diameter than the 
first bore where the second bore has a length so that the distal end of the inserter shaft is moved 
to a position beyond the distal end of the housing a distance corresponding to a wanted insertion 
depth for the medicine peg when the distal end of the guiding head of the inserter shaft is moved 
to the bottom of the second bore in combination with either a membrane tightly sealing the distal 
end of the unit of the cassette, the cassette comprising a number of units arrayed in a beam

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shaped housing, the cassette comprising a number of units arrayed along the periphery of a drum, 
or the cassette comprising a number of single units hinged together to form a cartridge band.
